Nips Many Tricks Used 
By Swindlers. 


M ethods of “ hot check artists’* 
are many and varied, Recording to 
W. S. W illiam s, head of the Ada 
Retail 
Merchants Bureau, who is 
participating in a drive which was 
recently inaugurated against these 
artists in Ada. 
According to Mr. 
W illiam s it has been m eeting with 
considerable success. After blocking 
one method which they use to get 
money from local merchants, another 
springs into use, ne said. 
One of the most favorite is the 
“ insufficient funds” plan, worked In 
a 
simple and 
successful 
manner. 
On giving the check on a bank, tho 
check writer puts a small deposit 
in the bank, not enough to rover 
the check, and in this m anner “ gets 
by” with the plea that “ he thought 
he had more money in the bank:*’ 
Au attempt will be made by the 
state association of retail merchants 
to get legislation by which these 
men can be punished, Mr. Williams 
declared. 
Checks on out of town banks is 
also 
a 
popular 
play 
of 
the 
bad 
check men. Another scheme, used 
successfully in many instances, is 
that of the check artist giving bis 
check after the banks have closed, 
thus making it impossible for the 
fraud to be caught up with until 
he has had time to escape. 
Come in W aves. 
Mr. Williams said that the cheek 
complaints made by local merchants 
came only in waves .there being prac 
ticallv no bad chocks passed one 
week and many the next. This is 
caused by the bad check artist mak­ 
ing the town and then skipping, lie 
said. 
A clever scheme to get money 
was recently uncovered here through 
the co-operation of members of the 
bureau, he said. A man came to the 
city, deposited a large sum of money 
in one of the banks, then went from 
one store to the other making p u r­ 
chases paying for them with cheeks, 
which at the time were good. That 
Rame day, 
before 
the 
merchant 
had time to cash the checks, the 
man returned th*' goods .stating that 
they were not what his wife wanted. 
and requested his money hack. After 
collecting the amount he has put out 
in checks, 
the man drew 
his de­ 
posit front 
the bank ami left. Mer­ 
chants had no coni*' babk. 
Mr. Williams said that when a 
bad check 
is received by 
a 
mer­ 
chant the bureau is Jiotified. The 
word is then passed on to tho other 
merchants, 
thus putting 
them 
on 
their guard. When a bad check a r ­ 
tist has been in the city and leaves, 
other towns where merchant asso­ 
ciations are locate*\ an; notified. Tn

manner more than one man 
has been caught, he asserted. The

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.— Depart­ 
ment of Justice agents are going 
lo school to read books and learn 
how to be detectives. 
The curriculum of the 
school, 
just started by the Bureau of In­ 
vestigation, includes study of such 
technicalities as the laws of search 
and arrest, rudiments of evidence, 
rights of citizens and preparation 
of cases for prosecution. 
William J. Burns, chief of the 
bureau, explained that establishment 
of the school was the first step to 
do away yith hit or miss methods. 
“We are going to teach our men 
to get results”, he said. “Slipshod 
investigation, 
making 
discoveries 
only by chance, is going to stop. 
And men who cannot be taught to 
be effective will be dropped. 
“Federal investigators are going 
to learn right away" that they are 
not to flash their shields for their 
own amusement; and they are going 
to lear that the real object of the 
bureau is to protect citizens and to 
prevent crime, not just to arrest 
crooks. We are not going to set 
the world afire, but we are going 
to give 
this country a 
detective 
service of which its citizens can be 
as proud as 
the English are of 
Scotlant Yard.” 
Edward J. Brennan, division sup­ 
erintendent of the bureau, asserted 
that, to permit department officials 
to get a line on their men, recruits 
would put in a month of study be­ 
fore being placed on active duty. 
“Otherwise he would be helpless 
when he started out,” he continued, 
“If without training he were sent 
out to investigate a bank robbery, 
he would not even know' where to 
begin.

but a robbery 20 feet away in the 
postoffice is up to us. Ordinarily, 
safe-breaking in a national bank is 
a state offence but if there is col­ 
lusion between the actual thief and 
one of the bank employes the de­ 
partment of justice takes up the 
case. 
“Our men have to be ready for 
any kind of investigation. One day 
they work in overalls on the docks, 
the next in a white collar in a 
bank. And the w'ork is so complica­ 
ted 
that were 
experience 
is 
not 
enough, though it will alwrays be 
the biggest factor. The man on the 
street cannot make a bigger mistake 
than to say that there is nothing 
about detective’s trade that can be 
learned out of books.”

VETERANS Of EVERY 
WAR TO BE TREATED 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 
27.— 
Treatment for ex-service men at the 
University Hospital 
at 
Oklahoma 
City of that to be given in new 
hospitals being built by the stJTtc 
is not exclusively for veterans of 
the world war, according to the 
statement of H. B. Fell, past state 
commander of the American Legion 
and chairman of the soldiers relief 
commission. 
“ Veterans of the civil 
wrar or 
Spanish-American 
wa.* have equal 
rights and privileges under the law 
passed by the last legislature at the 
request of the American Legion with 
veterans of the late war.” Fell said. 
“ Privileges accorded the veterans 
of the late war are wider than 
those given them under the federal 
law. The state does not inquire of 
the war veteran whether his disa­ 
bility is the result of his service 
before giving him treatment. 
"Any person who is a war veteran 
and is disabled can be given treat­ 
ment at the University Hospital and 
later at the Sulphur tubercular sani­ 


torium. He should make application, 
ofr admission to the soldiers* relief 
commission at the state capitol. 
“Dr. H. C. Doherty, in charge of 
the medical section of the Veterans’ 
bureau for Oklahoma, 
has 
been 
named as examiner 
to 
determine 
w’hether they are in need of care.” 
In his statement Fell explained 
that the relief commission does not 
have authority to pay the transpor­ 
tation expenses of the patients to 
and from the hospital. That must 
be arranged by the patient.
